DISASTROUS FIRE AT NANKING. 


The Nanking correspondent of the N,-C, 
Daily Neves writes on the 26th August :-— 

A most disantrous fire broke out here the 
night before Inst in the southern part of 
the city, Over one hundred ofthe best 
shops in Nanking, in the South Gate 
Street, ware entirely destroyed. - The offi- 
ciala were on hand in forco but unable to 
accomplish anything by their presence. | 
Tha flamea were finally atupped by o high 
dead wall. Your corccapondent has heard 
no estimatd of the luss, The shops were 
oeoupied by terchanta of every sort. 
presums o hundred thousand dollars will 
covor the damage. Tho loss will fail must 
heavily of course upon the petty dealars 
and manofacturets whose wholo capital was 
invested in the atock consumed, For- 
tunately no lives were lost. 

The Shanghai Mercury correspondent 
writey of the same fira;—A few yeara back 
there wore several firen in tho southern 
part of the city, and aa the South belongs 
to fira..and the North to waters in 
geomarcy, the Treasurer considered that 
the tall chimnpys of the arsenal and powder 
factories ontaide the South Gite caused the 
south-fire to prevail, Hd: therefore built 


the North of the city, higher than the of- 
fending chimneys av as to make the North. 
water prevail over the South-fire. A 
Foreign official would think uf securing 6 
fow yond fire engines, but thon his early 
odneation differs from that of the China- 
man, The addition of a sun’instead of o 
daughter toa family ia, to my knowledge, 
attributed by educated Chinamen to the 
fortunate selection of a buriul site by the 
professor of fung-shui.

{HE BARBAROUS ATTACK ON 
DR. GR 


The Monkden correspondent of the 
Shanghai Mercury gives a more detailed
